HOUSEWIVES 
PROTEST CITY'S 
MILK PLANS 


| Unfair Discrimination is 


Claimed Against Natur. 
al Producers 


Milk, in its relation to the pro- 
ducer, the consumer and the public 
was the subject of discussion by 
two legislative committees this 
morning. 

Before the Municipal Committee 
|a delegation of housewives and a 
delegation of natural milk produc- 
ers came to protest against the pro- 
posed section to the Edmonton City 
charter that will enable it to grade 
milk and cream “according to the 
methods of treatment thereof” and 
“according to the nature and type 


of buildings, equipment of facil- 
ities available and in use... for 
the handling of milk or cream.” 


They protested that this was an un- 
fair discrimination against the nat- 
ural milk producers who do not 
pasteurize their milk, and who have 
not expensive buildings and mach- 
inery for processing it. 

On the motion of W. R. Howson 
it was agreed that the bylaw is to 
come under the approval of the 
| Minister of Health 
Before the Agricultural Commit- 
| tee, Judge Carpenter, chairman of 
the Public Utilities Commission, 
gave a report on the fixing of milk 
prices. 

When the Act came into force a 
year ago, said Judge Carpenter, 
milk was selling in Edmonton at 
six cents a quart and in Calgary 
at as low as five cents. The pro- 
ducers were getting $1.35 and $1.50 
per 100 pounds, 


PROVES BENEFIT 

On Sept. 15, the Commission or- 
dered a producers price of $1.85 per 
100 Ibs. and a retail price of 10 
cents a quart. This had proved a 
great benefit to the producer as 
well as the retailer. “There still | 
exists a problem over the surplus, | 
which in Calgary at times is as 
high as 44 per cent,” said Judge 
Carventer. } 

“The audit so far has not disclos- 
ed any exorbitant profits on the 
part of one leading Edmonton firm. | 
There is no profit on milk, but) 
there is a substantial profit on 
cream, An English ruling says that 
it is unfair to segregate the milk 
and cream business, as they both 
| come out of the same raw material 
and should be treated as one busi- | 
ness,” the witness added. 

Judge Carpenter suggested that 
| the Act should be amended to pro- | 
| vide, the Commission with a per-| 
manent auditor to enable the work 
of auditing the milk concerns to be} 
expedited, or else that provision be | 
made that a member of the auditors’ 
staff be made available whenever 
| required. 

Before the Municipal Committee, 

Mrs, Strang led the opposition to | 
| the Edmonton bill “in the interest | 
of the women and children.” 

She quoted Dr. Frank McCoy that 
raw or “natural” milk was more 
|nutritious for children than pasteur- 
} ized milk, and objected to any sys-

| PREFERRED TEST 
Said she: “The Board of Health 

has a preferred list that it sends|

| fair to allow 25 per cent credits for

MANY SPOKESMEN 

Spokesmen for the Edmonton Hu- 
mane Society and the Edmonton 
Dog Fanciers Club, as well as sev- 
eral kennel owners, appeared be- 
fore the committee, Thursday. Prac- 


tically all delegates were of the 


opinion that training of the beasts 
and due observance of the city’s 
present bylaw would eliminate the 
trouble arising from the fact that 
many dogs are permitted by their 
owners to get into mischief. 

Regulations in effect here at the 
present time provide, among other 
things, that dogs must not chase 
cars, that they must not be al- 
lowed to bark at night and that 
female dogs must not be allowed to 
run at large during certain sea- 
sons of the year. 


CALGARY BYLAW RIGID 

The Calgary bylaw, on which it 
is suggested the proposed Edmon- 
ton bylaw should be patterned, was 
passed in October, 1926, Its major 
(1) “No person who 
is the owner or harbourer of any 
dog shall allow his dog to run at 
large in the City of Calgary un- 
less such dog is under the immedi- 
ate charge and control of some com- 
petent and responsible person"; and, 
(2) “for the purposes of this by- 
law, a dog shall be deemed to be 
running at large if it is upon any 
public street, lane or highway or 
upon the premises of any person 
other than the premises of its owner 
or its harbourer.”

Although willing to divulge the 
number of bushels he held and the 
financial position of his operations, 
Mr. McFarland was instructed by |

This decision, however, was not | 
reached without a fight in the | 
committee. By a vote of 33-9, 
with Eastern Canada _ Liberals 
forming the minority, the com- 
mittee voted not to have Mr. Mc- 
Farland tell how many bushels | 
he held.

SAVED FROM CHAOS 

There was no doubt, the Winni- 
peg operator said, his futures-buy- | 
ing had saved Canadian wheat prices 
from chaotic depths. And if the 
Dominion had not guaranteed his 
credit with the banks, he would 
not have been able to operate at} 
all | 

In very definite terms, Mr. Mc- | 
Farland said he was not specu- 
lating. After selling the 1929 | 
crop of the pools and part of the 
1930 crop, every bushel he held 
was turned into futures. Today 
he held no physical wheat at all.

mended to the banks and the Do-| 
minion government that futures- | 
buying might be necessary to bol- |} 
ster prices, He was told to go ahead, | 
with the Dominion guaranteeing the 
banks against loss on his account 
STABILIZING EFFORT 

With speculators bankrupt and} 
driven from the pits, prices began | 
sagging in June, 1982, falling to 
3854 in December. It was decided to} 
stabilize the price at 50 cents and 
from there to the low level, he 
bought futures as fast as he could. 

It was impossible to estimate 
how low the price would have 
gone if private operators had held 
the futures had been forced to 
liquidate as the markets dropped. 
He was getting rid of his holdings 
as fast as the market would ab- 
sorb them without breaking. 

This was not speculation, insisted 
Mr. McFarland 

“We have not speculated in one 
bushel of wheat, Moreover, we have 
not bought one bushel of wheat or 
any other grain in Chicago--all our 
operations have been in Winnipeg.” 
Later he said, “our only object has | 
been to assist the farmer in market- 
ing his wheat—transferring it from 
the farmer to the ultimate consumer 
at as high a price as possible.”

READY TO QUIT 

It was impossible to say how long 
he would be forced to stay in the 
matket, Mr. McFarland said, add- 
ing that he had never sought the 
job and had only stayed because of 
deplorable wheat prices and their 
effect on western farmers.

accepted no salary for his work, he 
would not prolong his job.

QUESTION: From D. D. of Los Angel 
Calif.: “I am troubled with white matter in 
the corners of my eyes. I always read your 


column in the “Daily News” so will be sure to 
your answer to me.” 

ANSWER: It is very often helpful to use 
an eye wash of boric acid, which your druggist 
will prepare for you. I also suggest that you 
use cold wet compresses over the eyes before 
retiring. Inasmuch as there is further helpful 
information which I could send you by letter, 
I advise that you write to me. 

QUESTION— Toledo, Ohio: “I have 
heard unusual! affliction called ‘Melosis,’ 
in which some parts of the body turn black. 
This sounds ridiculous to me, and I wish you 
would give mejsome explanation.” 

ANSWER —I believe that 
which you are referring is ‘Melanosis,” in 
this disorder an excess of pigment is laid down 
in certain local areas which will cause parts of 
the body to turn black. Such cases are men- 
tioned in medical history. One example of thi 
occurred in a male patient, half of face 
remained white and half of whose face turned 
black.

The War Against Wages 


By R. T. ELLIOTT, K.C. 


Once money gets into adequate volume of circulation 
to revive the commerce and industry of the nation there 
will be a raise in and restoration of wages and salaries to 
at least the 1928-29 levels. This fact is thoroughly under- 
stood by the gold standard money-lenders in the United 
States and Canada. The war against the increasing of 
money in circulation and the restoration of wages and 
salaries is being waged very bitterly and it is evident that 
the gold standard money-lenders are prepared to drive 
the nation to the acute edge of revolution before the nec- 
essary increase of moncy in circulation will be permitted. 

In the United States the wage war is acute; but the 
United States government is determined to get the necess- 
ary amount of money into circulation and to bring up work 
and wages, even should it be necessary to pay off all the 
national debt by issuing new money. 


A recent dispatch from Washington states this clearly: 


“The recent White House academic discussion centred 
around the outside suggestion that the federal government 
save a billion dollars a year in interest charges by substitut- 
ing noninterest-bearing notes for the existing interest-bear- 
ing obligations. 


“On this very topic, the President’s remarks were inter- 
preted by some as anti-inflationist, and by others as poten- 
tially distinctly inflationist. 


“The President pleased the conservatives by pointing out 
that it would be bad for the federal government to put out 
noninterest-bearing notes to meet current expenditures, 
BUT THERE WAS SOLACE FOR THE MONETARY RE- 
FORMERS IN HIS INTIMATION THAT IT MIGHT BE ALL 
RIGHT TO DO SO TO REPLACE THE OUTSTANDING IN- 
TEREST-BEARING DEBT OF THE FEDERAL GOVERN- 


MENT.” 


There is no doubt that when necessary in order to re- 
store wages and salaries, the United States will call in all 
its interest-bearing securities and pay in legal tender 
paper money. The war against wages, carried on by tying- 
up money from circulation may be abandoned before this 
final step becomes necessary; but once necessary it will be 
taken. 


Mr. Robert H. Hemphill gives a very clear picture 
of the United States situation, saying: 


“During the month of February we imported $371,347,100 
in gold. 

“We paid for it with ‘fiat’ money. Treasury notes of the 
United States; ‘printing press money’; ‘paper money’; ‘green- 
backs’; irredeemable in gold, silver or any specific metal; 
lawful money of the United States—'fiat?’ money in every 
sense of the word. 

“We have now no other kind of currency. 

“It is the best money in the world. 


“Despite the unlimited quantity offered in exchange for 
gold, and the threat inherent in our huge secret stabilization 
fund, it has been so far almost impossible to prevent our 
‘fiat? money from commanding a constant premium over its 
theoretical par in exchange for the most prized possession of 
European nations—their gold. 

“It is very important to remember this, 


“We are rapidly approaching a situation where the gov- 
ernment MUST issue additional currency. 


“Tt will very soon be the only move remaining. 


“1T SHOULD HAVE BEEN THE FIRST STEP IN THE 
RECOVERY PROGRAM. 

“Immediately upon a revival of the demand that the gov- 
ernment increase the supply of currency, we shall again 
be subjected to a barrage of skillfully designed and cunning- 
ly circulated propaganda by the means of which a small 
group of international bankers have been able, for two cen- 
turies, to frighten the peoples of the civilized world against 
issuing their own good money in sufficient quantities to car- 
ry on their necessary commerce. 

“We shall never recover on credit. Even if it were ob- 
tainable, it is uncertain, unreliable, does not expand in ac-~- 
cordance with demand, and contracts unexpectedly and for 
causes unrelated to the needs of commerce and industry. 


“Demand, deposits can not be loaned to commerce and 
industry, 

“Many bankers have known this for a long time. 

“It required this depression and the complete freezing of 
the whole banking system to teach the rest, but with a very 
few exceptions, they have all learned, 

“It makes no difference how this currency is put into cir- 


culation. We are all producers and we are likewise all con- 
sumers; each one of us buys from all the others. 


“If one thousand million of new currency is thrown into 
circulation anywhere in the system, it becomes almost imme- 
diately distributed throughout the nation.” 


In Canada under the reactionary Bennett government 
policy we are still in the financial dark ages. The dollar is 
the god; the banker the unapproachable saint; and money 
must be kept away from the common people. 


The result is the collapse of wage scales and salary 
standards; the ruinous fall in commodity prices; and the 
zero mark in real estate values. 


Money in circulation is the only remedy; and that 
remedy is being kept away from public service to an ex- 
tent long past the limits of public safety,

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power—“good will” in factories 
; and railroads, in the industrial 
| output of generations unborn, and 
| in every possible way intangible 
and grotesque assets were creat- 
ed; it was the order of the day. 

So deep-rooted has become this 
debt inflation habit that for the 
last three years even government 
deficits and railway losses have 
been capitalized by our govern- 
ment and bonds issued against 
these losses 

Premier Bennett, with no apol- 
ogies or explanation to the public, 
has quite openly loade@ up Cana- 
dian banks and insurance com- 
panies with these deficit bonds in 
exchange for the public’s bank 
| savings and insurance reserves, 

If railroads had been reorgan- 
ized and unified, and bond inter- 
est refunded to 3 per cent, as was 
done in Australia and England, 
there would today be little or no 
losses and deficits; “carry on in- 
the-hole” would not be the order 
of the day. 

But people like Mr. Bennett, 
who piled up their millions while 
our orgy of inflated capitalism 
went on, do not now want to re- 
duce their capital or the interest 
rate that it carries. They want 
to convert their inflated capital- 
| ism and its artificiality into the 
reality of a basic debt. To pay 
| that debt they demand that the 
public tighten its belt, and, in 
Premier Bennett's own language, 
“revert to the days and ways of 
our pioneers.” Their inflated 
millions have in the meantime 
been converted into government 
bonds, formerly the refuge of 
widows and orphans and _ those 
who have deservedly ezrned a 
modest life’s pension. 

What enrages the small man 
| who has saved up and set aside 
for his declining years a few thou- 
|} sand dollars of hard-earned 
|} money, is to wake and find in 
| bed with him, using his name and 
class, some bloated, inflated cap- 
italist. These exploiters, for no 
service other than mere promo- 
tion, have piled up millions, now 
clamor for themselves and en- 
| tourages the same intimate con- 
| sideration and immunity as the 
honest toiler and modest liver. 
| The job of separating earned or 
worthy capital from unearned or 
exploited capital, is the job which 
Roosevelt is so earnestly tackling. 
In Canada what chance is there 
of such a subject being even dis- 
cussed so long as Richard Bed- 
ford Bennett sits as Premier? 

Until interest on Canadian debts 
is rewritten to a 3 per cent basis, 
business normalcy cannot return, 
Until Canada gets out of its pres- 
ent mess, savings bank interest 
will have to be reduced to 144 or 
even 1 per cent. This may be low 
interest, but better that and a re- 
turn of business and eventually 
prosperity, than to throw cities 
and provinces into bankruptcy 
and the whole Dominion into a 
debtor’s court. 

It must be clear that for the past 
three years Federal and Provin- 
cial governments, and municipali- 
ties, too, have only paid high in- 
terest rates by incurring large 
deficits. This is only another way 
of saying that bondholders in 
United States and England and 
Canada, too, have for three years 
been receiving interest out of 
their own capital funds. This is 
a dishonest way of dealing with 
creditors. It finally destroys both 
the receiver and payer. 

The true situation of Canada 
and its inflated debts should be 
revealed, should be clarified and 
should be adjusted

| Malnutrition Of 
School Children 
Is Investigated 


| Local Council Finds Chil- 
dren Not on Relief Are 


Under-nourished 


Startling facts regarding malnu- 
trition of children and the provis- 
ion work of the relief board were 
| brought to light at the meeting of 
the Local Council of Women held 
in the Y.W.C.A. on Thursday af- 
| ternoon, when Dr, Mildred Newell, 
| convener of public health, gave her 
report. In regard to the recent mo- 
tion passed to investigate cases of 
| tuberculosis among children, it was 
found that it is not the children on 
relief that are suffering from un- 
| der nourishment but the children 
| of families who have not accepted 
relief, | 

Regarding the supply of milk to 
children in the public schools, it 
/ is known that any child can receive 
| this free milk. Mr. J. T. McCreath, 
| chairman of the relief board, offers 
statistics to show that in McCauley 
school with 610 pupils in attendance 
there are 118 underweight children 
with 15 on relief. In Garneau the 
attendance is 342, 89 underweight 
children and 9 on relief. King Ed- 
ward has an enrollment of 666 with 
163 undernourished and 9 on re- 
lief. In Oliver there are 817 in 
attendance, 140 undernourished and 
1 on relief.

Thursday, while the house, in com- 
mittee of supply, was considering

Vigorous attack by L. A. Giroux, 
Liberal, Grouard, of the prevailing 
which inmates 
are admitted to the mental institu- 
tions and counter-attack by the 
Premier and Hon, George Hoadley, 
minister of agriculture and health, 
who was piloting the estimates 
through the house, featured the de- 
ate. 

Mr. Giroux contended that in 
the recent Ponoka death case, in 
which A, L, Smith, K.C., Calgary, 
was retained by the government 
that he was more concerned with 
pretecting the government's in- 
terests than anything else. 

In all, the house ratified health 
expenditures totalling $1,367,- 
134,67, The discussion arose when 
the vote of $372,333 for the Pon- 
cka Mental Hospital was reach- 
ed and finally passed, 

Hugh J. Montgomery, Liberal, 
Wetaskiwin, wanted to know how it 
transpired that A, L. Smith, K.C 
Calgary, was retained to act in the 
recent death case at Ponoka, on be- 
half of the crown, when there were 
several attorney general's depart- 
ment solicitors employed. Mr. 
Smith was an eminent counsel 
whose fees were certain to be high. 


HAD TAKEN RESPONSIBILITY 


Premier Brownlee, answering, 
said he had taken the responsibil- 


ity of retaining Mr. Smith as crown} 


counsel, because attorney general's 
depariment solicitors were 
wise engaged at the time. Further- 
more, he thought in fairness to the 
attendants and officials, when the 
case was made a public issue, they 
should have every protection. Also, 
he thought that when Mr, Smith's 
account was presented, it would be 
found he was not an expensive ven- 
ture 

L. A. Giroux, Liberal, Grouard, 
contended that “the evidence shows 


| that Mr. Smith was more concerned 


with the protection of the govern- 
ment than anything else.” 

“That is another matter,” replied 
the Premier. “If there is any ques- 
tion as to how the case was handled 
there is a proper way of bringing 
the matter before the attention of 
this house.” 


Mr. Giroux launched a strenuous | 


protest against the admittance pro- 
cedure at Ponoka and in support of 


Contrary | this declared that he had a sheaf | 


of correspondence to support his 


contention, 


COMPETENT DOCTORS 
He most strongly advocated ‘hat 
competent doctors should thorough- 
ly examine every suspect before be- 
ing committed to the institution 
“Can the Minister tell me why 


other- | 


| when a man has been committed, 
he does not get an examination on 
| admittance?” asked Mr. Giroux, to 
| which the Minister replied that, “If 
| it is an emergency he gets an ex- 
amination right away, a doctor be- 
ing called from some part of the 


building. If it is not urgent, he is 
examined as soon as_ reasonably 
possible. He will get an examina- 


tion within 24 hours at the outside 
and within an hour if necessary.” 

Mr. Giroux submitted that justices 
of the peace or magistrates with two 
independent doctors should pass on 
a suspect before committal takes 
| place. He felt magistrates should 
be vested with the power rather 
than justices of the peace. 

Mr. Giroux insisted that from 
his correspondence and _ inter- 
views with people that they were 
not satisfied with present meth- 
ods and that justices of the peace 
should study cases more thor- 
oughly before commitment taking 
place. 

The Minister said that every pa- 
tient was thoroughly examined. 
Persons going to the hospital of 
their own volition were either com- 
mitted or discharged Some were 
discharged within 48 hours 

Premier Brownlee mentioned the 
work now being done on a redraft 
of the Mental Diseases Act He 
stressed the difficulties in meeting 
the situation outlined by Mr. 
Giroux. Some people objected to 
‘the embarrassment of appearing 
before a magistrate for committal. 


PSYCHIATRIC WARD 

He recalled that the difficulties 
presented by Mr. Giroux would be 
overcome if it had been possible to 


| 
| 


retain the phychiatric ward at the 
University hospital, which had 
been closed as an cconomy measure. 
There patients had rested while 


,under observation. 

Mr. Giroux thought there should 
be a second examination by experts 
in this city or Calgary, to confirm 
the findings of the rural physicians. 
“The re-opening of the ward at the 
University hospital would be a 
| good move and the sooner it is done 
the better,” he said. 

Hugh W. Allen, U.I.A., Grande 
Prairie, declared that this was the 


\first time he had heard criticisms 
regarding hurrying people into 
|Ponoka. The criticisms that he 


had had to meet were that people 
could not get their relatives in 
when there was a need for the at- 
tention received there. 

Hugh C. Farthing, Conservative, 
Calgary, asked regarding the prev- 
alence of tuberculosis in the prov- 
ince and if the government had any 
plans for meeting the need for in- 


creased accommodation, The Min- 
ister said the death rate from 
tuberculosis had remained about 


the same in Alberta for the last 10 
years. The government had plans 
for expansion of services but it did 
not have the money at the present 
time 

On the vital statistics vote of 
$19,983.31 it was stated that since 
the depression set in marriages had 
decreased all over the continent. 

Hugh J. Montgomery, Liberai, 
Wetaskiwin, asked if the province 
was the sole distributor of insulin, 
The Minister replied that the vote 
of $8,000 for this purpose was to 
provide the treatment for those 
who could not afford it, many of 
whom were borderline relief cases, 
| 472 PATIENTS ADMITTED 

Answering a question by W, 
Harry Ross, Liberal, Calgary, the 
Minister said the mental hospital 
population increased by about 100 
each year. In 1932 there had been 
472 patients admitted to the institu. 
tions and 406 discharged.

BRITAIN HEARS |f 
THAT IT PAYS 
TO ADVERTISE 


Commons Told is Best 
Means of Effecting Trade 
Recovery 


LONDON, March 3.—The benefits 
of advertising as a means of trade 
recovery were stressed in the 
House of Commons last night by 


Walter Runciman, president of the 
Board of Trade, 

As speaker after speaker de- 
scribed the miseries of the dis- 
tressed areas of South Wales, Dur- 
ham and the Tyneside, where re- 
covery lags, Mr. Runciman broke 
in with the suggestjon that the 
areas make known their advan- 
tages as the sites of new industries. 
He would encourage shipbuilding 
by having the shipbuilding areas 
produce ships of the newest and 
most efficient type. 


Much had already been done 
through the government's trade | 
agreements, the minister told the | 
House. “We have a better record 


in manufactured exports than any 
country in the world,” he said. “We 
ought to feel proud. Where other 
countries have failed we have 
stemmed the tide.” 

As an example of the value of | 
new industries he cited horticulture 
in Cornwall.
